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H AVING frequently experienced, in my early 
practice, the want of a publication like the pre- 
ſent, it is natural to ſuppoſe there are many others, 
who muſt ſometimes feel a ſimilar inconvenience 
or diſadvantage. To ſuch medical practitioners, 
then, this little manual is chiefly offered; and to 
ſuch, I truſt, it will not prove altogether unac- 
ceptable. It may ſerve at leaſt, often, to ſupply 
the exigencies of the moment, and may even ſave, 
on ſome occaſions, the trouble of referring to 
larger works. 

It will be perceived, that I have followed the 
example of Dr. Latham, in marking the proper 
and eſtabliſhed meaſure of ſeveral words. This, 
it is obvious, has not been done without reaſon, 
ſince the pronunciation of ſome even of our moſt 
common technical terms is ſometimes, either from 
ignorance or cuſtom, barbarouſly perverted. 

That I ſtand entitled equally to indulgence, in 
having alſo ſubjoined to a number of words their 
reſpective genders and genitive caſes, may, indeed, 
be doubted. To the young phyſician, however, 
who happens, as yet, to be familiar with but few

of the ſeveral medicinal ſubſtances employed, thoſe 
additions cannot fail of being acceptable; eſpecially 
when he conſiders the timely aid, which, on cer- 
tain occaſions, they may be found capable of af- 
fording. | | IE 
With regard to the doſes of medicines, it is 
proper to remark, that they are meant for adults 
where the contrary is not particularly exprefled. 
Hence for children a reduction of the quantity 
ſpecified will be neceſſary, proportioned to their 
different ages; to which, perhaps, ſome practi- 
tioners may find themſelves inadequate, without 
ſome general rule or principle to direct their cal- 
culation. For the uſe of ſuch, therefore, a ſuit- 
able table has been drawn up, and prefixed to this 
work, as will be immediately hereafter ſeen. But 
. this, it is to be underſtood, is intended only to 
ſupply the deficiency now mentioned; the cir- 
cumſtances attending diſeaſes being often ſuch as 
will render deviations requiſite, for which no ſuf- 
ficient rules can conveniently be given, and which 
therefore muſt be left to the ſkill, judgment, and 
obſervation of the preſcriber.
